W h en a fam ily , th roug h poverty or 
m isfortune, is unable to provide its own C h rist­ 
m as, let th e generous friend 
quietly see th a t 
m oney or credit is supplied direct to th e fam ny , 
or th roug h relatives and friends. 
“T h e e ntra nc e of a stra ng e r into th e fam ily 
circle, particula rly w h en m isfortune h a s over­ 
ta ke n it, m ay result in h urt pride and loss of 
self-respect. 
Th ose w h o h ave th e privilege of selecting 
gifts for such a fam ily sh ould bear in m ind th e 
real need of th e pa re nts and ch ildren and sh ould 
not bo m isled into purch ases dictated by th e 
w h im or fancy of th e purch aser. 
I t is so m uch 
easier to buy w hat y ou like th a n to determ ine 
w h a t gifts are necessary 
and 
suitable. 
Coal, 
blankets, cloth ing, pe rh a ps even m edical a tte n­ 
tion or nursing service, m ay be a great boon to 
fam ilies th a t often receive only a basket of food. 
”Nor sh ould gifts be lim ited to th ose w h ich 
fulfill m aterial needs. 
W h en th ese needs are 
m et, th e re are candy and toy s for th e ch ildren, 
delicacies and sm all luxuries for th e adults. Our 
ideal sh ould be to assure beauty and h appiness 
as well as th e satisfaction of creature w ants. ’ 


BAD NEWS FOR CHINA. 
On sev eral occasions during the last few 
years the news from China has been distinctly 
encouraging to all who hope to see a unified, 
able, progressiv e gov ernm ent in th at v ast coun­ 
try. 
R ight now, howev er, the sky is pretty dark 
—darker, in fact, th an at any tim e in th e past 
decade. 
China seem s to be in serious danger of fall­ 
ing to pieces com pletely, in a political sense. The 
Nanking gov ernm ent is under attack from three 
sides, Chiang K ai-shek, so far th e ablest leader 
the N ationalists hav e found, seem s slated to lose 
his authority. 
No one is in sight who can re­ 
place him. 


Instead of the unification th at was hoped 
for, and th at seem ed fairly close for a while, 
China m ay actually be ready to split up into 
three, four or more separate states, w th all-d e­ 
fined boundaries, chaotic political and national 
relationships and no power w hatev er to restore 
to Chinese people the priv ileges w hich w hite n a­ 
tions hav e taken away. 
This is extrem ely disturbing news. The N an­ 
king gov ernm ent was the strongest force for 
unification that had appeared in China in more 
than 10 years of bloody struggle. 
If t fails the 
outlook will be dark indeed. 
Nor are the w hite nations w ithout responsi­ 
bility. 
C om petent observ ers hav e declared th at 
China can nev er becom e a unified nation until 
the “ treaty ports” are giv en up and extraterri­ 
toriality is abolished. 
It goes w ithout saying, of 
course, th at these things will not be done if 
China splits up into sem i-independent; warring 
factions. 
Som e day China will be a solid nation, a good 
m arket for Am ercan and European exporters. 
T hat day, ev dently, is farther off than we had 
supposed.

The body of 
Frank Parker, a mining engin- 
eer, who was not with the other 
men, was brought from the mine 
shortly after the explosion. 


First word of the disaster was

GIVING WITH THE MIND. 


Campaigns to bring Christmas cheer to the 


homes of the unfortuate are going on in every 


"city in the country. That being the case, it may 
—not be amiss to quote a few paragraphs of advice 


issued by the Welfare Council of New York City 
..relative to Christmas charity. 


Remarking that we should "give with the 


mind, and not with the heart alone,' the council 
remarks: 


"We should remember that Christmas is es- 


sentially a family festival. Parents and children 
look to each other for gifts and the family din- 
ner should be purchased and prepared by the 
mother as she would do it under normal circum- 
stances. 
When a family, through poverty or 


misfortune, is unable to provide its own Christ- 
mas, let the generous friend quietly see that 
money or credit is supplied direct to the family, 
or through relatives and friends. 


"The entrance of a stranger into the family 


circle, particularly when misfortune has over- 
taken it, may result in hurt pride and loss of 
self-respect. 


Those who have the privilege of selecting 


gifts for such a family should bear in mind the 
real need of the parents and children and should 
not be misled into purchases dictated by the 
whim or fancy of the purchaser. It is so much 
easier to buy what you like than to determine 
what gifts are necessary and suitable. Coal, 
blankets, clothing, perhaps even medical atten- 
tion or nursing service, may be a great boon to 
families that often receive only a basket of food. 


"Nor should gifts be limited to those which 


fulfill material needs. 
When these needs are 


met, there are candy and toys for the children, 
delicacies and small luxuries for the adults. Our 
ideal should be to assure beauty and happiness 
as well as the satisfaction of creature wants."

BAD NEWS FOR CHINA. 


On several occasions during the last few 


years the news from China has been distinctly 
encouraging to all who hope to see a unified, 
able, progressive government in that vast coun- 
try. Right now, however, the sky is pretty dark 
—darker, in fact, than at any time in the past 
decade. 


' China seems to be in serious danger of fall- 


ing to pieces completely, in a political sense. The 
Nanking government is under attack from three 
sides, Chiang Kai-shek, so far the ablest leader 
the Nationalists have found, seems slated to lose 
his authority. No one is in sight who can re- 
place him. 


Instead of the unification that was hoped 


for, and that seemed fairly close for a while, 
China may actually be ready to sph't up into 
three, four or more separate states, wth all-de- 
fined -boundaries, chaotic political and national 
relationships and no power whatever to restore 
to Chinese people the privileges which white na- 
tions have taken away. 


This is extremely disturbing,news. The Nan- 


king government was the strongest force for 
unification that had appeared in China in more 
than 10 years of bloody struggle. If t fails the 
outlook will be dark indeed. 


Nor are the white nations without responsi- 


bility. 
Competent observers have dedlared that 


China can never become a unified nation until 
the "treaty ports" are given up and extraterri- 
toriality is abolished. It goes without saying, of 
course, that these things will not be done if 
China splits up into semi-independent warring 
factions. 


Some day China will be a solid nation, a good 


market for Amercan and European exporters. 
That day, evdently, is farther off than we had 
supposed.
